THE EX-PRESIDENT. MAKES AN AR- 
GUMENT 
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BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT JUDGES 


A Large Crowdin the Courtroom, but Mr. 
Cleveland Reads His Brief Without 
Any Signs of Embarrassment. 


WASHINGTON, October 27.—Ex-President 
Cleveland today madg his argument before 
the supreme court as associate counsel for 
James Wallace Peake, in what is known as 
the New Orleans Trainage case.

The Government's Extravagance in Appro-

' EDINBURGH, Qctober 27.—A meeting of the 
berals was held here today, at which Mr. 
Gladstone delivered an address. In the 
course of his speech he said that the liberal 
party was prepared to wait for an expres- 
sion of the country’s opinion regarding home 
le before announcing a premature scheme. 
© urged the people to closely watch the 
naval and military expenditures of the gov- 
ernment, which he deciared have gone be- 
yond the bounds of prudence and propriety. 

Speaking of the press of business before the 
house of commons, Mr. Gladstone said that 
the liberal idea to relieve this pressure was a 
sarge plan of devolution. This scheme was to 
give to subordinate bodics a large proportion 
of the work with which parliament is now 
encumbered. 

Referring to the foreign policy*of the gov- 
emmiment, Mr. Gladstone blamed Lord Salis- 
-bury for sending an accredited envoy to 
the Vatican. 

‘Similar acfion, he said, had never been 
taken since the pope lost temporal power. The 
sending of Genera! Simmons to consult with 
the pope regarding the rights of the Catholic 
church in Malta, came dangerously near to 
Supporting papal claims to the clerical domin- 
Jon over part of Italy. 

Mr, Giadstone sa.a that aceounts of inter- 
nal oppression ih Kussia raised a feeling akin 
to abhorrence, and he trusted that the world 
would soon be favored with’ better reports. 
Regarding Armnehia and the misrule of the 
porte, he said that the long series of outrages 
commited by Turks on Christians might 
eventually seal the doom of the 
ence great Turkish empire. Armenia 
was in striking contrast with Bulgaria. The 
latter country afforded a promising and pleas- 
ing prospect of what would happen under the 
gift of the local government.

THE AZTEC BULL RING. 


A Curious Relic of the Days of the Abo- 
rigines. 


Paso DEL Norts, October 24.—Near fhis 
quaint old adobe town is an ancient bull ring 
belonging to the Aztecs, where bull fights are 
annuaily held for the benefit of the church. 
Near by is a hot, arid plain, and here one can 
witness remarkable feats of horsemanship. 
The houses af this town are built of adobe 
mud, low and squatty in formation, and from 
the outside do not present an attractive ap- 


pearance. Some of them have imner 
courts. These are delightful, for vines are 
trained over the walls, flowers arein bloom the 


year round, and the, wonderful chinaberry or 
umbrella tree affor nt shade. 


The people of Paso del Norte do absolutely 
nothing fora living. They are peons of a low 
class, aud depend upon their flocks and herds 
for a livelihood. On the roof of one old rotten 
building lives a Mexican hag and her seven 
beautiful daughters. The latter pass their 
time in idleness, either playing the guitar or 
sinving songs, and once ina while do a little 
fancy feather work which is beautiful and 
would bring them in a comfortab!e income had 
they the industry to apply themselves to the 
work, 

Paso del Norte is a Mexican cattle town. 
Nearly everybody owns a few goats or cattle, 
and they depend upon the natural inerease of 
the same for support. Last week a young 
cowboy of the viliage invited me to accom- 
pany his people ona roundup. He furnished 
me with a2 Mexican mustang, bridled and 
equipped, filled the saddle pockets with ‘“*tor- 
tillas,”’ acurious corn cake peculiar to the 
Aztec since the days of Montezuma, and 
early one morning we started across the prai- 
rie in search of stray goatsand longhorns. I 
had seen many roundups by American cow- 
boys, but never a Mexican one, 

Accompanying the “herradero,’’ orroundup, 
were many mongre! curs that seemed to be 
worthless, but were really faithful shepherd 
dogs and valuable to their masters. My friend's 
trappings and fittings were excellent, but what 
took my fancy particularly was his grass rope, 
or lariat, which was made of the twisted fiber 
of the Mexican maguey, or thread and needle 
plant. It wasa long, slender coil thirty-five 
feet in length, and was so smooth and slippery 


| aud twisted so extremely tightthatit would 


Wave’ been impossib:e to untwiet the strands. 
The loop end was nicely ‘rounded and lined 
with leather, through which the other end was 
passed, and this was firmly fastened to the 
“eabeza,”’ or pomine!} of his saddle. 

A partof the programme was to round up a 
mouster bull, who was intended for the ring 
fight in the city ball, ring. Soon>after day- 
break the party scattered, agreeing to drive 
ail they found, and to meet at noon in the jaws 
of Mousquiez Canon, about twelve miles dis- 
tant, tocount lorns and hoofs. My friend’s 
sole object was to find the big bull, and I 
therefore kept with him so as to see for my- 
self what a Mexican greaser with his grass 
rope could do with a thousand-pounder. 

About 9 o'clock a Mexican boy and three or 
four dogs were seen coming directly toward 
us, and driving before them the very animal 
we were seeking. Out came the lariat, the 
pommel end tightened, and with a caution to 
me to keep well in the rear, off cantered the 
Mexican at a smart pace toward the bull. 
When within fifty yards the lariat was swung 
into position, and then I saw it begin to circle 
gracefully around the cowboy'’s head. He 
grasped the noose just above the loop, and by 
a peeuliar turn of the wrist which kept the 
loop end open, it circled round and round the 
head and left shoulder and back over the right 
shoulder, always describing an oval like 
a huge egg, and this was kept up 
until the cast was made. The bull and 
the cowboy were now going like steam en- 
gines, and had my mustang not been a good 
one the sight would have been lost tome. At 
lact Lsaw the magic circle go spinning out 
into the air and settle snugly down over the 
horns, and now the line was tightened. This 
was not to throw the brute, but merely to get 
a secure hold. Now galloping faster and ar- 
ranging the rope so that it trailed from the 
horns along by the legs and around the rump, 
at the right moment the Mexican gave the 
line a short, quick jerk, whereupon the bull’s 
feet were pulied from under him and down he 


went head over heels in the dust of the prairies% 


When he scrambled to his feet he started off 
again rapidly. 

The Mexican was merely playing with him, 
for he siackened the line, gave it a shake, 
when up it jumped from the horns and fell to 
the ground. The bull was free. The next 
time, while both pursuer and pursued were 
going at terrific speed, the lasso, coiled and 
ready, began to describe the same circle, and 
then went spinning threugh the air. It fell 
low, so I thought, for it missed the _horns en- 
tirely, and fell on the ground just ahead of the 
racing @nimal. Was it a failure? No. It 
was pure design, and beautifully caleulated. 
The plunging brute at the very next step 
placed his foot in the loop ast it lay spreadrout 
on the ground, then came the instantaneous 
tightening, and down went the bull. 

When he scrambled to his feet a second 
time the line was again slackened, then shaken 
as before, and the foot ziven its freedom. The 
brill jiooked around in perfect amazement, but 
he soon started off again, and then came the 
most difficult feat of all. When he was going 
at a good round pace the same delicate swing- 
ing motion was imparted to the rope, and 
away it went whizzing on its final journey; 
bit: the motion was so finely calceu- 
lated and so perfectly accomplished that it 
caught the brute aronnd the hind-quarters 
at the moment his legs were doubled 
up underhim, and they were consequently 
pinned tight to his body. He fell in a squat- 
tung position, like adog, rolled over on his 
side, gavea kick or two, and lay perfectly 
quiet. The cowboy now leaped from hig 
saddle, and, with a caution to his mustang to 
keep the rope taut, he bounded quickly for- 
ward and, drawing a couple of sinews from his 
pouch, in one minute and twenty-seven séc- 
ondss from the time of roping, had’ tied the 
animal] securely and left him a prisoner on the 
ground. 

That evening, returning from the rendezvons, 
the bull was still lying where he fell, bound 
and tied, and when he was loosened, he rose to 
his feet auietly and took up the journey to the 
home corral without a protest, where he be- 
came the nextday the victim of the torrea- 
dors’ cruel banderillas in as stubborn a fight as 


was ever seen in old Mexico.

BOB REDDING. 


THE DEATH OF THE NOTORIOUS OUT- 
LAW RECALLS 
Sométhing of His Career—A. Life of Thieving 
and Outlawry That Rivals the Plots 
of Many a Work of Fiction. 


Bob Redding is dead! 

The notorious negro outlaw and desperado- 

When the news flashed over the wires from 
Opelika, there was smal! sarprise, as Bob was 
just such a villain to merit thas sort of fate. 
But in his way, Bob Redding was the equal of 
the celebrated Rube Burrows in his record of 
crime. 

True, he never resorted to the same daring 
schemes of robbery as Burrows, but he was 
equally as shrewd and equally as brave. 

Bob was born in Griffin, Ga.. about thirty- 
five yearsago. He grew toe inanhood there— 
and a most superb specimen of pliysical man- 
hood he was, stending six feet three in his 
stockings and tipping the beam at 180 pounds ; 
muscular and active, ofa dark copper color, 
with az eye like some beast of prey anda 
spirit made up of deviltry and daring, such as 
is possessed by few of his race. 

THE REDDING GANG. 

Bob had a brother, Wilcy Redding, his equal 
jn every sense of the word; a cousin, Emory 
Redding, whe wasa coal-biack negro and a 
natural-born thief; and an aunt, Mandy 
Dupree; the four constitutiong the famous 
‘Redding gang.”’ long the terror of Atlanta 
and the smaller towns around it for a hundred 
miles. 

Such was tne nicety with which thoy 
planned their deeds of darkness, that it was 
almost impossible to catch up with therm, and 
when cornered every scoundre! of tho gang 
was a dangerous opponent to cope with. 

The beginning oi their career dates back to 
1867 or 1868, when Bob and Wiley Redding 
became involved in tb burglary 
in Griffin, and among their prosecutors were 
Dr. Couch and Dr. Griffin. 

One dark night they attempted to assassi- 
nate both tho worthy getiemen, who, with 
some ladies, were sitting ona verandah cha'- 
ting. The negroes fired on the party of 
white citizens, wounded both Dr. Couch and 
Dr. Lovett, and one of the ladies. 

They failed to commit murder simply by 
accident, and the three, Bob, Wiley and 
Emory skipped out to Atlanta. 

They were not in this city long before they 
burglarized the residence of Colonel Richard 

Peters, and carried off a trunk belonging to 
Miss Lizzie Thompson, which contained ya)- 
uables to the amount of $1,200 or $1,500. 

Captain Frank Couch took the case in 
hand, and tracking them to Macon recovered 
a large portion of the stolen jewels, but failed 

bo capture the thieves. 

A vigilant watch was kept, however, and at 
last they were caught up with. 

A THRILLING ADVENTURE. 

The police located Wiley Redding, and 
Captain Couch, Patrolman Mike White and 
Patrolman Parrish, both of whoin now oceupy 
higher positions in the department, surrounded 
the house where Wiley Redding was stopping. 

Ee had concealed himself in a large dry 
goods box, and the lid had been closed down 
and Jocked anda number of bed quilts had 
been piled on top of the lid. 

But his heavy breathing betrayed him. 

Each of the officers was armed with a pisto) 
and Captain Couch with a bow e 
kuife, and they ranged themselves to 
give him a warm reception, knowing the 
character of the man they had to deal with. 
Unlocking the padlock and drawing the hasp 
the lid fiew up and there stood Wiley Red- 
ding, with a gun in his face. « 

“T’s not gwine ter hurt nobody,” he re-

marked, ‘and you needn’t pint them guns and 
knives at me. 

Hie submitted quietly, was jailed, tried, 
convicted and sent up for twenty years. 

He subsequently seized on a favorable op- 


portunity, made a dash for liberty, and al- |

though the guards fired a regular fusilade of 
balls and bullets after him, ho escaped and is 
still at large and supposed to be keeping up 
his reputation in some section of Arkansas 
where he was last heard from. 

THR GANG BROK.N UP. 

Shortly after the éapiure of Wiiey, Bob and 
Emory were captured, with Mandy Dupree, 
who kept their ill-gotten gains for them while 
they foraged on the merchants and residents 
of the city. 

sob was sent up for twenty years, Emory 
for fifteen and Mandy Dupree for fifteen. 

Bob was sent to South Georgia, sometime 
between 1868 and 1870, and confined in one of 
the penitentiary camps there. A man by the 
name of Styles Burgess, also confined in the 
camp, assaulted the guard, killed a trusty and 
was about to kill the guard when he was pre- 
vented by Bob Redding, who went tothe 
resciic of the guard. 

For this act of fidelity Bob 
out of the penitentiary. 

Returning to his native haunts’ he began 
anew his career of crime. 

Becoming associated with another gang, he 
committed a number of burclaries, but was at 
last arrested by Captain Couch who had a des- 
perate ight with the desperado, and had to 
knock him down several times with his club 
and Jeft marks on Bob’s head that he carried 
with him te his dving day. 

It was not Bob who shot Captain Couch, 
but Emory Redding, and the bal! came near 
breaking Captain Couch’s thigh. 

Bob tried:to shoot, but Captain Couch was 
too quick for him. 

Bob was tried and sent up for a short time, 
but was soon out again and at his old tricks, 
on'y with increased experience he widened 
the sphere of his operations. 

A WHITE CONIEDERATE. 

He becanit associated with W. O. Sim- 
mons, who, with his mulatto brother, Charlie 
Simmons, were but a few weeks ago sent to 
the penitentiary for burglary. 

Their depredationsin Atlanta, Macon and 
numerous towns in Gecrgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi were numerous, and once more 
Bob figured as a terror to the officers anda 
menace to business. — 

CAPTURED AT LAST. 

Soon after the capture of the Simmons men, 
Bob was captured while trying to pass through 
Griffin, by a policeman of that town, 

He offered a desperate resistance and sus- 
tained his reputation for bruta) courage during 
the fight. 

After he was overpowered he wss searched 
and between $700 and $800 in gold was found 
om his person, besides a regular arsenal of 
pistols. 

He was jailed, but sherily feigned sickness, 
and was allowed a littie freedom as it looked 
as if he could live but a few hours. 

& The rumor that he was dead gavo rise to the 
report that he had died in Griff, but this 
was not true. 

HE TOOK FRENCH LEAVE. 

Taking advantage of this relaxation of the 
vigilance of the officers, Bob took French 
leave of them, and has not been heard of since, 
unf@M the news of his death, while resisting 
capture in Opelika Saturday, was published 
in Tue Constiturtow yesterday. 

Detective Shakleford and other officers have 
been since his last escape looking out for him, 
as he was wanted in a number of piaces for for 
different crimes.

Quite a party of distinguished railroad men 
arein the city stopping at the Kimball. 

The party consists of Mr. E. Norton; presi- 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville; Colonel 
Jolun W. Thomas, president of the Nashville 
and Chattanooga; Colonel E. B. Stahiman, 
vice president of the Louisville and Nashville, 
and Mr. Alexander Onterbridge, of Phila- 
de! phia. 

“We are in Atlanta,’ said Mr. Norton, 
“pon invitation of Superintendent W yiey, 
of the Piedmont Exposition Company, and 
till go out tomorrow and take a look at the 
exposition. 

“Another object of our visit was to tako a 
look at the We stern and Atlantic rajlroad and 
seo what condition it was in. As you Know, 
the Western and Atlantic has been leased by 
the Nashville and Chattanooga, of 
which Colonel Thomas is. president. 

“The condition of the road is not as good as 
it might be, as the engines are smali and of 
only sufficient capacity for a.dozen oF 80 
loaded cars, while the cars are of inferior 
character. The smallness of the engines con- 
veys the idea that the road is ef much 
more importance than it really is,as it re- 
quires about four engines to puli what isg ordi- 
narily a full train—say forty or fifty ears. 

“The Nashville and Chattanooga road will 
take possession of the State road on December 
27th, according to the terms of the lease. 
Colonel Thomas, the president of: the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga, is a most excellent 
railroad wan, having well filled every im- 
nertant position on the road with which he 
has been since a boy. Heisanative of Ten- 
nessee, having been born in Murfreesboro. 

“Under his management the road will be 
out in first-class order and thoroughly equipped 
30 astotransact the basiness satisfactorily. 
He is quite a conservative man and will 
manage the road for the best interest of all 
concerned. 

“Georgia is <state of varied resources and 
her people are thrifty and enterprising. Among 
other things a larger and more commodiou 
passenger depot is neede od in Atianta, but this 
will come in due season.’ 

The Last Inventory. 

The lease act passed by the last legislature 
provides that sixty days before the expiration 
of the present lease a complete inventory of 
the Western and Atlantic property shall be 
made. 

This board of examiners will be appointed 
today by the governor, October 25th, just sixty 
days before December 27th, when the present 
lease expires. 

The board will consist of five members, two 
of whom are to be expert railroad men in no- 
wise connected with the lease, except as citi- 
zens of this state. 

The object of the inventory is twofoid. 
First, the pre ent iease company agreed to re- 
turn the property in as good condition as they 
received it, twenty years ago. 

Secondly, this: examination will show prac- 
tically the condition of the property at the 
time it is leased by the new lesseés; and they 
likewise are bound to return it in as good con- 
dition as they receive it.

But his 
career as senator has shown him to be one of 
the most narrow-minded men that ever sat 
in that body, and nv senator has ever been 
more obscure or more useless; for even his 
partisanship was crippled by the deadly dull- 
ness with which he invests everything he 
touches,

man, since he tried to revolutionize journak

AT WORK IN AFRICA: 


BISHOP TAYLOR TELLS OF THE MIS- 
SIONARY WORK 


Of the Methodist Church—The Distinguished 
Divine Makes an Address at Gam- 
mon School—Interesting Notes. 

Bishop William Taylor, the bishop of the 
Methodist Episcopal church in Africa, and in 
some regards one of the most remarkable and 
efficient Christian workers of this age, has 
been spending some days in the city. Yester- 
day at 2 o’clock he-led the devotional exer- 
cises of the Gamman Theological seminary and 
addressed its students, who are so deeply in- 
terested in and closely connected with his 
great work in helping on the evangelization of 
Africa. : 


The bishop spoke for nearly three-quarters 
of an hour, of his work, with great clearne™’ 
and force. 

He referred to the condition of the mission- 
ary work of his church in India when he went 
there, which excluded all the Eurasians, who, 
as the descendants of the ruling and native 
races, possessed both languages, and were ina 
position, if converted, to greatly advance the 
cause of Christ. He spoke of the way in 
which he was led to take up this work, of the 
100 convertsin a short time in Lucknow, 
including Dr. and Mrs. Osborn, and of the 
results in other fields which led to the forma- 
tion, as an addition to the church, of two con- 
ferences. 

He then spoke of his work in South America, 
where the conditions were entirely different, 
where the classes to be reached were the 
upper classes who possessed wealth. The best 
means to reach these were educational institu- 
tions with superior facilities. These he estab- 
lished. Oneofthemin the year 1889 from 
tuition alone, its only source of income, re- 
ceived $41,000, which, after all expenses were 
paid, left asurplus. of $16,000, a history un- 
paralleled in the church. 

‘Africa,’ he said, “presents the hardest 
problem of all.- The general conference of 
1884 was in great difticulty concerning it.

ARE WE REALLY GOING TO FLY 
TNROUGH THE AIR?

Railroad Yersonals and Topics of Generali 
Interest Concern'ng Rallroad Mat- 
ters in Ewrry Section. 

From appearances it seems that locomotives 
will not be adequate to-supply the demand for 
faster time. The fasi-time advocates, says 
The Railway Age, are now getting too impa- 
tient even for the locomotive. Not satisiied to 
await the working out of the theory of running 
trains by steam at 100 miles an hour, 
which some declare to be _ possible 
and desirable, others are clamoring for 
pneumatic railways and flying machines. An 
engineer of no little reputation in Philadel- 
phia proposes the construction of a pneumatic 
railway for travel consisting of two parallei 
tubes, between Philadelphia and New York, 
by means of which the eighty miles of air- 
line distance between those cities are to be coy- 
ered in twenty minutes, which is equal to 240 
miles an hour. The mere thought of fying 
through a hole in the ground at that 
incrediblo rate of speed nearly takes 
one’s breath away, and the actual travel in 
that manner would probably do so literally; 
while if the passenger arrived at the end of 
his ruu: with any breath left in his body he 
would standa chance of having that little 
knocked out by collision at the terminus. ty 
is possible that human beings may be yet shot 
through the ground like bundies of goods ata 
terrific rate of speed, but of 
us would prefer to continue riding above 
ground in a comfortable car at the old 
fogy rate of not more than tifty, sixty or sev- 
enty miles an hour. Meantime, the flying 
machine inventors are not idle, and now we 
are informed thata company with 326,000,000 
capital has been incorporated to construct ailr- 
ships. It is asserted that the first aeronautic 
ear of this device will be in Chicago ina few 
weeks.

The joint rate committee of eastern and 
wastern roads has completed a new set of rules, 
@overning class, commodity and equalized 
fates. They provide that applicants for rates 
lower than the tariff schedule shall give reasons 
for the reductions sought; ‘such requests must 
then be passed upon by the initia! lines, and 
their reports submitted to a joint committee. 
Any line feeling that equalization of rates 
is required on any specific class or com- 
modity, shail communicate with tho 
joint rate committee, which shall 
consider the matter promptly, and take such 
action as may be proper. In order that delays 
formerly existing in such equalized rates may 
be avoided as far as practicable. the joint com- 
mittee is empowered promptly to equalize 
through rates, via the different junctions 
within the territory covered by the agreement 
for organization of the joint rate committee. 
In case any road is asked to participate 
in an authorized rate by any 
other road, whether a member of any of the 
associations or not, it shall refuse to do so, and 
shall communicate the facts promptly to the 
joint rate committee; provided, however, that 
if any authorized rate is found to be in force 
between points within the prescribed territory, 
then the joint rate committee may promptiy 
authorize competing lines to issue similar 
rates without waiting for a vote thereon. 


Mr. Ryan, the United States minister of 
Mexico, telegraphs that Leander. Hernandez 
has been appointed as the representative of 
the Mexican government on the international 
railwav commission, and is now on his way to 
the United States. It is understood that the 
Mexicau government wiil appoint a second 
commissioner at once. The secretary of state 
is informed by a dispatch froni the consul 
general in Ecuador that the government 
of that country |endorses the project 
for an international railway, and will 
appoint a commissioner and contribute 
its share toward the expenses. The Ecuador 
minister of foreign aftairs at Washington 
says: ‘“‘My government appreciates the im- 
portance of such a work, and is of the op nion 
that the South American government will de- 
rive the greatest benefit from it.’ 


Some time ago a proposition was made by 
Savannah to give Hutchinson island to Colonet 
Machen to induce certain Macon gentlemen, 
says The Times, to pat anotber railroad 
through with Savannah asthe terminus. The 
Times has been informed by a citizen of 
Brunswick that the island in question belongs 
to the state of South Carolina, and that tiie 
claim that the island is in the jurisdiction 
of Georgia is preposterous. It is clearly 
within the boundary line of South Carolina. 
It lies immediately opposite Savannah, with 
the main chanune} of the river intervening. It 
extends down to where Fig island light form- 
erly stood, opposite the Savannah, Fiorida and 
Western docks. Now, the Savannah river is 
the boundary line between the two states and 
there is not a shadow of doubt in the mind of 
the Brunswick citizens that the island is clearly 
in South Carolina jurisdiction. 

The New York Sun says: To substi a 
four-line track for a two-line track, the four 
tracks to rest upon an elevated structure. 
partly from framework and part!y from solid 
masonry, above the two original tracks, and to 
accomplish the work without interfering in 
the least with the great terminal trattic of one 
of the greatest railroads in the ecountry— this is 
the interesting engineering probiem which the 
Pennsylvania railroadis successfully solving 
in Jorsey City. An idea of its magnitude may 
be got from the fact thaton an average two 
trains pass any given point on the Jersey City 
tracks every tive minutes in the day’s twenty: 
four hours, yet travel has not been disturbed 
atall. The problem is further complicated 
by the fact that the railroad passes through a 
narrow city thoroughfare, and it is necessary 
for the engineers not to interfere with city bus- 
ness. 
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In conversation with a News reporter a 
prominent Chattanooga railroad official says: 
*The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railway Company has offered $500,009 for the 
Kentucky Midiand—$100,000 less than the 

rice asked forit. If the trade is made the 
vast Tennessee will at once extend it to eon- 
nect with the Kentucky Southern at Lawrence- 
burg and extend it to Virgina. Ii is also 
on a trade for the East Tennessee 
and Western North Carolina railroad from 
Johnson City to Cranberry mines. These are 
twoimportant deals, as one gives a line be- 
tween Louisville and the Middlesborough 
coai and iron field, and the other to the Bes- 
semer field. Both have a bright future and 
will become industrial arteries that will 
— important factors in the industria] 
south.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 27.—The stock market 
today received the benefit of the unexpected fa- 
vorable bank statement of Saturday, the im- 
proved temper in London, and a genera: feeling 
that prices have about reached the bottom. For- 
eign houses were a considerabie support to the 
market, especially in carly dealings, but the bulls 
have become so disheartened by the long and rapid 
declines of late that they made little attempt to 
improve quotations, and the bears, who are now 
as agsressive as at any time, notwithstanding the 
failure to force further further liquidation during 
the past week, were active throughout the day, 
and ina few stocks their hammering operations 
were rewarded by the making of lower quota- 
tions. Sugar Retineries, however, continued to 
be the most prominens feature of the market, and 
the story that the attorney-reneral of this state 
had rejected the final plan of reorganization had 
the effect of opening the stock off 2 per cent. Be- 
fore the opening, however, and immediately after 
there was a flood of information gathered from 
different sources, which thoroughly discredited 
the story, and the covering of shorts in Certifi- 
cates went on ata rapid rate, with the result of 
lifting prices of Certificates before the close to 
72'/4, at which pomt alinost all the ioss of the early 
Portion of last week. bad een, recovdrgd. A ak 

~in the meantime pegged away at the ‘riod lig 
- and made a spécialty of Buriineten ana Quiney,, 
the attack being accompanied by a renewai of the 
old rumor of an issue of bonds by the company, 
though nothing new was learned about the inatter. 
The story, however, served its purpose as an aid to 
the hammering of the bears, and2 per cent was 
knocked off the vaiue of that stock by 2o0’clock, 
‘here was also heavy selling of Chicago Gas on 
orders ostensibly from Chicago, and new rumors 
of troubie among the companies composing the 
trust were circulated. and before the close 3°, per 
cent had been taken from the price of that stock.

Fourteen hundred and seventy 
males. 

One hundred and sixty-eight white males, 

Forty-eight colored females. 

There is not, the records show, a single white 
woman now in the penitentiary. 

Chatham county furnishes more convicts 
than any othercounty, having 190in there now. 

Fulton comes next, with 15%). 

Five counties have no convicts in the peni- 
tentiary. These are Colquitt, Dawson, Milton,
